Statement of Ex ecu tiv es to the Presid ent 


In su bmitting this p rop osal to the Presid ent, the fifty railroad e x ec u tiv i called t« 
W ashington and rep resenting all the great arteries of traflSc, mad e this statement to 
him of their conv ictions: 


The demands in this controversy have not been 
presented, in our judgment, for the purpose of fixing a 
definite daily period of lab or, nor a reduction in the 
existing hours of lab or or change in methods of opera­ 
tion, bu t for the real pu rpose of accomplishing: an 
increase in wa g es of approx imately One Hu nd red 
Million Dollars per annum, or 35 per cent, for the men 
in railroad freight train and yard service represented 
b y the lab or organizations in this matter. 


After careful examination of the facts and patient 
and continuous consultation with the Conference 
Committee of Managers, and among ourselves, we 
have reached a clear understanding of the magnitude 
of the q uestions, and of the seriotis conseq uences to 
the railroads and to the pub lic, involved in the decision 
of them. 
Trustees fo r the Public 
As trustees for the pub lic serv'ed b y our lines and 
for the great mass of the less powerful employees (not 
less than 80 per cent, of the whole numb er) interested 
in the railroad wage fund— as trustees also for the 
millions of people that have invested their savings and 
capital in the b onds and stock of these properties, 
and who through the saving b anks, trust companies 
and insurance companies, are vitally interested to the 
extent of millions of dollars, in the integrity and 
solvency of the railroads of the country, we cannot in 
conaclence su rrend er withou t a hearing:, the principle 
inv olv ed , nor undertake to transfer the enormous cost 
that will result to the transportation of the commerce 
of the country. 


The eight-hour day without punitive overtime 
involves an annual increase, approximately, in the 
aggregate of Sixty Millions of Dollars, and an increase 
of more than 20 per cent, in the pay of the men, 
already the most highly paid in the transportation 
serv ice. 


The ultimate cost to the railroads of an admission 
in this manner of the principle under contention 
cannot now l)e estimated; 
the effect upon the effi­ 
ciency of the transportation of the country now 
already under severe test under the tide of b usiness 
now moving, and at a time when more, instead of less. 


effort is req uired for the pub lic welfare, would bt 
harmful b eyond calculation. 
The wid espread effect u pon the ind u stries of tJw 
cou ntry as a whole is bey ond measu re or appraiao- 
ment at this time, and we agree with the in.sistent and 
widespread pub lic concern over the gravity of the 
situation and the conseq uences of a surrender b y the 
railroads in this emergency. 
In like manner we are deeply impres.sed with the 
sense of our responsib ility to maintain and keep open 
the arteries of transportation, which carry the life 
b lood of the commerce of the country, and of the 
conseq uences that will flow from even temporary 
interruption of service over the railroads, b ut the 
issu es presented hav e been raised abov e and bey ond 
the social and monetary q u estions inv olv ed , and 
the responsib ility for the conseq uences that may 
arise will rest upon those that provoke it. 
Public Inv estigatio n Urged 


The q uestions involved are in our respectful judg­ 
ment, eminently suitab le for the calm investigation 
and decision b y the pub lic through the agency of fair 
arb itration, and cannot b e disposed of, to the pub lic 
satisfaction, in any othrfr manner. 
The decision of a Commission or Board of Arb i­ 
tration, having the pub lic confidence, will b e accepted 
b y the pub lic, and the social and financial rearrange­ 
ments made necessary thereb y w’ill b e undertaken b y 
the pub lic, b ut in no less delib erate nor orderly 
manner. 
The railroads of the country cannot under present 
conditions assume this enormous increase in their 
expenses. 
If imposed upon them, it wou ld inv olv e 
many in early financial embarrassment and bank­ 
ru ptcy and imperil the power of all to maintain 
their cred it and the integrity of their securities. 
The immediate increase in cost, followed b y other 
increases that would b e inevitab le, w’ould sub stan­ 
tially appropriate the present purchasing power of 
the railroads and disab le them from expanding and 
improving their facilities and eq uipment, to keep 
ab reast of the demands of the country for efficient 
transportation service. 


In good faith we hav e worked continu ou sly and earnestly in a sincere effort to 
solv e the p roblem in ju stice to all the p arties at interest. These efforts were still 
in p rogress when the issu ance of the strike ord er showed them to be u nav ailing. 


Problem Threatens Democracy Itself 


The strike, if it comes, will be forced u p on the cou ntry by the best paid 
class of laborers in the world , at a time when the cou ntry has the greatest need 
for transp ortation efficiency . 


The pro blem presented is no t that alo ne o f the railro ad o r business wo rld, 
but inv o lv ing demo cracy itself, and sharply presents the questio n whether any 
gro up o f citizens sho uld be allo wed to po ssess the po wer to imperil the life 
o f the co untry by co nspiring to blo ck the arteries o f co mmerce.
